The non- 
stop record to the Pacific coast Is 
24 hours, 51 minutes established by 
the late C. B. D. Colycr and Harry 
Tucker. The west to east record 
IB 18 hours, 21 minutes established 
by himself. 
Colonel E. M. Roberts, represent- 
ing the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation, gave 5:12:51 as the official 
takeoff time. 
The plane carried 550 gallons of 


gasoline, an earlier plan of carry- 
Ing 615 gallons being abandoned 
due to the additional weight mak- 
ing the plane tall heavy. Captain 
Hawks said it would take him three 
hours to refuel and then would im- 
mediately take off again for the 
return trip. The plane's engine is 
capable of 185 miles an hour. 
Making the flight alone means he 
will have to let the plane fly itself 
fifteen minutes of every hour while 
he pumps fuel from the main tank 
in the fuselage up to the 
wing 
tanks from which it will feed the 
motor by gravity. 


The takeoff of the plane was 


perfect and before his departure

FIRST FLYER IN RAILROAD 
OPERATION; MADE BIG MONEY 


DETROIT, Mich., June 27.—WV- 
Successfully terminating his ex- 
cursion 
Into the 
transportation 


field, Henry Ford has sold the De- 
troit, Toledo and Ironton railroad 
to an undisclosed group of Invest- 
ors believed 
to 
represent 
the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 


The sale was announced yester- 
day by officers of the First Na- 
tional Bank In Detroit. Ford offi- 
cials had annunced Monday nego- 
tiations for the sale of the line to 
the Pennsylvania 
railroad were 
'almost completed." 


Purchased In 1920 to round out 
the Ford program of controlling 
every step In production of his 
motor cars, the Detroit and To- 
ledo and Ironton later was so re- 
novated under the 
motor mag- 
nate's administration that It be- 
came a paying business. 


Much of its success was attribut- 


ed to the fact that its business was 
obtained from other roads holding 
Ford transportation contracts, but 
Mr. Ford derived a great deal of 


pleasure from turning 
the once 


decadent road Into a profitable en- 
terprise, and his methods were as 
startling In railroad circles as were 
his Innovations In the motor Indus- 
try.Instead of Inaugurating a policy 
of economy he radically Increased 
expenditures 
for 
Improvements. 
The wage scale of his automobile 
plants were brought'Into cabs and 
roundhouses, much to the dismay 
of other railroad owners who sub- 
sequently fought him at every turn 
and employees were permitted to 
obtain certificates 
which 
have 
paid 12 per cent annually. 


The announcement of sale of the 
railroad did not mention the price. 
Ford bought the line for $5,000,-

before the

commission, Ford attorneys argued 
the rate setting valuation of the

BORGER, June 27.—OP>—Fifty- 


four years ago today a wind-bitten 
plainsman, who, with 27 comrades, 
had been besieged fo r two days by 
a band of 700 Indians, drew a care- 
ful bead on his long-barreled buf- 
falo gun and toppled a bronzed 
warrior who stood outlined, defi- 
antly, upon a cap rock 1,200 yards 
away. 


The remarkable accuracy 
of 


Billy Dlxon on that day broke the 
spirit of the attacking aborigines 
and, 
in all probability, saved 
the 
lives of the little band of buffalo 
hunters. 
Medicine men had as- 
sured the Indians they were 
Im- 
mune from white men's bullets, 
but Dlxon'a marksmanship shat- 
tered the illusion. 


Today, at the famous adobe walls 
fortress, 25 miles from here. Im- 
pressive ceremonies will mark the 
Interment of Dlxon at the site of 
his noted achievement. The body 
of the noted plainsman, who died 
in 1913, was escorted here by Boy 
Scouts of the local Adobe Walts 
camp. His tomb, situated within 
almost obliterated walls of the old 
fortress, is expected to become a 
shrine for West Texans. 


Prominent Masons from all over 
the Panhandle, many of whom as- 
sisted In burial rites for Dixon 16 
years ago, .will be present for to- 
day's ceremonies. 
Many an old- 
time friends and associates, who 
credit Dlxon with having saved the 
Southwest for the white man, were 
expected to pay 
tribute to his 
memory. 


Details of the Adobe Walls fight 
have become folklore In the Pan- 
handle. It was estimated that at 
least 700 Comancbes, Kiowas and 


Cheyenne* comprised the war par- 
ty that attacked the buffalo hunt- 
ers. 


Made brave by the Incantations 


of their medicine men, who pro- 
nounced a charm upon the war- 
riors that was supposed to sur- 
round their bodies with an Achil- 
lean Immunity, the Indians launch- 
ed some 30 charges on the first day 
of the battle. They were mowed 
down by the 28 marksmen behind 
the adobe ramparts. On the . sec- 
ond day there were about a dozen 
assaults, with like results.

Com- 
mercial feeds of Inferior quality 
usually contain a large percentage 
of crude fiber, which is of little 
feeding value and therefore a very 
costly ingredient in a high priced 
feed.

Following Fashions of Folly 


Caused Old Judah's Doom 


A Backward Look Over Life of a Nation Unwilling 


To Remain "Peculiar;" And the Consequence 


of Departure from Sure Standards. 


BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


War review books are all the 


vogue. From both sides of the great 
conflict, and from all sorts of per- 
sons, we are getting "inside" and 
'uncensored" stories of the war. 
Hindsight is now. to the fore. 


In like fashion, we have come to 


a time of review of that tragic sec- 
Lion of Judah's history which has 
Deen the Sunday school lesson for 
the past thre months. 
We are 


called upon to take a long look 
and a deep look; and to consider 
those larger forces which deter- 
mine the destinies of nations and 
of men. The exercise is one that 
should quicken national conscious- 
ness and concern, as well as intens- 
ify foresight and faith. 


Ups and Downs of a Nation 
Old Judah, whiph came to an 


end in 586 B. C., is'a picture of na- 
tional life. In it, as on a motion 
picture screen, we may see portray- 
ed the agencies 
and 
tendencies 


which determine a people's destiny. 
Judah had good 
kings 


kings, but mostly bad. 


and bad 
She had 


devout worshippers of Jehovah and 
debauched devotees of the sensual 
idols 
of 
her 
neighbors. 
And 


throughout 
she had prophets of 


the living God, ever calling both 
rulers and people back to loyalty to 
Jehovah and to justice. 


But In the long run, the tug and 
drag and drift of heathenism, with 
Its pandering to man's lower na- 
ture, was too "much for the spirit- 
uality of the Jews. They did not 
want to bo a "peculiar people;" 
they wanted to be popular, and like 
their neighbors. And so the wor- 
ship of Baal and Astarte and kin- 
dred symbols of sensuality, super- 
seded (he high, pure worship of the 
God of their fathers. 
Right here emerges a point that 


will repay pondering. Along with 
freshly idolatry went social injustice. 
Oppression, fraud, robbery, and ex- 
ploitation of the poor, accompanied 
these departures 
from Jehovath- 
worshlp Into flesh-Indulgence. And 
wherever paganism has prevailed, 
the same thing has been true. The 
selfishness which is sensuality can- 
not be severed from the selfishness 
which is avarice and cruelty and 
lawlessness. 
Perhaps there Is a 
closer connection than has been 
pointed out, 
between 
the day's 
'crime wave"" and 
the 
cult of 
heathen materialism to which GO 
many persons give allegiance. 


Our own day's newest problem is 
thus linked with old Judah's de- 
cline. In the proposition that only 
a faithful allegiance to Jehovah and 
His law can give a people order 
and justice and peace and common 
good will. During the war Presi- 
dent Hoover, who was then Amer- 
ican food administrator, told a vis- 
iting delegation of churchmen that 
the church Is the only agency that 
can create a great moral conviction 
in the hearts of the people. • Cer- 
tainly Judah's story carries the 
moral that defection from God im- 
plies a decline of morality, right- 
eousness and prosperity. 


I» the Freshman Bight? 
Recently a college freshman, re- 
turning from a 
class 
In 
ethics 


taught by a notorious radical, in- 
formed his hostess that of course 
all the older standards of right and 
wrong have been discarded by pro- 
gressive people; and that it may 
even be ethically correct to take 
what you need without the owner's 
consent. (He did not call it steal- 
ing: 
into that term had been chucked 
the scrapbasket, along with 
the rest of the 
Ten Command- 


ments, by his college professor.) To 
the wise and 
mature 
woman In 


whose home he was pa guest the 
young man was' condescendingly 


more than 100,000 -a year, 
according to the census bu- 
reau report. Which reminds 
us that the city limits of Cor- 
sicana should be given prop- 
er extension before the 1930 
census is taken. 


compassionate and considerate, for 
she had not had his advantages! 
That freshman has been taught 
that there is nothing else in hea- 
ven or earth so sacred as his own 
Instincts and impulses, his "per- 
sonality." He has learned to flout 
authority, to turn his back upon 
God and the Moral Law. and to 
worship only 
that "high pillar" 
which Is a perpendicular pcrsonnal 
pronoun. 
He is as "modern" as 
the renegade peopie of o'd Judah, 
who forsool Jehovath for the Idols 
of self-indulgence. However, there 
is nobody in his particular college 
to tell him what a commonplace 
and conventional fool he is making 
of himself.. If he only knew it— 
but he doesn't—he could get clear 
and burning light upon his situa- 
tion from the writings of Isaiah and 
Jeremlaii, as they dealt with his 
kind in ancient Judah. 


Standards That Stick. 
If this backward look at the de- 
cline and fall of the Jewish king- 
dom teaches anything, it surely 
teaches a truth which is counted 
very old-fogyish and 
reactionary 


by the day's "intelllgensla"—name- 
ly, that the laws of God, given on 
Sinai, are fixed and permanent and 
universal standards, which 
may 
not safely be violated. The moral 
code fixed for individuals and for 
nations by Jehovah is for all men 
and for all time; it was no tem- 
porary expedient .in one nation's 
progress. Violation of that code 
entails disaster. 
High and hard and holy are the 
laws of God. Low and soft 
and 


sensual are the ways of heathen 
selfishness. 
Given choice between 
the two, the Jews slumped. 


But God never lowered hie law 
for the sake of securing conform- 
ity. Life must be lifted to the level 
of the law, not lowered to the lev- 
el of life's weakness or baseness. 
(This is i truth which myriads of 
the supportrs of boctlegdom seem 
not to sense). 


Again and again Judah sank in 
to the slime and slough of idolatry; 
and often she was led thereto by 
her Kings. The prophets, however, 
remained true. 
Theirs was real 
hero-lam. In th face of opposition, 
- 
' ' 
opu-

a n d 
changeless ad ever-new law of Je- 
hovah. 
Again .and 
again 
the 
weight of popular opinion submerg- 
ed them; but it could not silence 
their word of truth. And in the 
fall of Jerusalem was written the 
vindication of the brave men who 
had dared to be loyal to those 
sure standards which, when flout- 
ed, insure doom. 
When Statesmen Show Alarm. 
A world crisis existed during the 
period of Judah's history which 
millions of Sunday School mem- 
bers have ben 
studying. 
Wor.'d 


empires were in the breaking and 
in the making. It was an hour of 
opportunity for real statesmen— 
and stgolarly similar to interna- 
tional conditions as they exist to- 
day. 


So far as our record goes, the 
only real statesmen on the horizon 
were the prophet*, like Isaiah and 
Jeremiah, who 
measured 
their 


time by a few great and simple 
and changeless 
principles. 
This 
ability to sense and to stand for 
the essential simplicities of a situ- 
ation is the surest test of states- 
manship. The cunning contrivers 
and nimble opportunist are polticl- 
ans, not statesmen. The 'prophets 
saw, and said, that If the people 
would be true to the old verities 
which were the real characteristics 
of the nation—those truths which 
God had explicitly laid down as 
the peculiar qualities of His chosen 
people—all would be well. But vio- 
lation of these removed the very 
reason for existence of the Jew- 
ish commonwealth. 
I our own day our greatest lead- 
ers are gravely concerned over the 
widespread departure 
of 
people 


from the basic Ideals of democratic 
self-government. 
They 
perceive 
and proclaim 
that disregard of 
constitutional law, and disdain of 
fundamental ideals of good will and 


ani1. at the price of certain unj 
larlty, they cried aloud the olc 


mutual 
responsibility, 
threaten 
nothing less than a subsidence of 
the fundations of government. A 
people must be true to their own 
genius if hey are to continue as a 
nation. The fate of Judah, and a 
thousand other countries, illustrates 
that truth. 
So, In a sense, this is an alarm- 
ist Lesson. It points out the peril 
of disobedience to basic law, which 
Is- heaven-prescribed righteousness. 
Good citizenship Is 
twin of godliness.

WOOL GROWERS ASK 


INCREASED TARIFF 


ON THEIR PRODUCT 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—W)— 
An increase of five cents a pound 
in the present duty of 31 cents on 
raw clothinr wool, and the appli- 
cation of th" full rate to wools not 
finer than number 50 grade, and 
hair or camel, was advocated be- 
fore the senate finance sub-com- 
mittee today by C. C. Belcher, Del 
Rio, Texas, representing the Texas 
Sheep and Goat Raisers' Associa- 
tion. 
The house tariff bill provides 
rate of 34 cento on raw wools used 
for clothing and 24 cents on coarser 
wools between numbers 40 and 44 


Belcher declared this differential 


discriminated against mohair pro- 
ducers of Texas, whose output rep- 
resented 80 per cent of.the total 
American 
production. 
W h i l e 
coarser imported wools used for 
clothing do not compete much with, 
domestic wool, Belcher said, they 
do compete dlrecUy with 
Texas 


mohair, and should bear the same 
rate of. duty as finer wools. 
Camel's hair, while dutiable at 


24 cents a pound, is allowed a 
drawback if It Is used In th3 manu- 
facture of carpets and rugs. The 
witness would eliminate the draw- 
back privilege on the ground that 
hair also displaces mohair. 
L. O. Landrum, Laguna, Texas, 


on behalf of the American Angora 
Goat Raisers' Association, 
urged 
that the full raw wool rate be ap- 
plied to the coarse grades known 
as luster wool.

HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS 


FROM SEED 


By D. VICTOR Lumsden' 


(U. S. ^Department of Agriculture) 


Herbaceous perennials are grown 


from seed as easily as most an- 
nuals. 
The 
Shasta 
daisy, 
feverfew, 


columbine, Canterbury-bell, 
platy- 


codon, sweet-william, phlox, delphi- 
nium, hollyhock, blanketflower and 
rudbuckia are a few of the flowers 
which come readily from seed and 
furnish a wealth of beauty In the 
garden. 


Many obtain a good 
effect .by 


sowing the seeds In the flower- 
border where the 
plants are to 


bloom. If one has a seed bed, cold- 
frame or hotframe In which to start 
the seeds, so much the better. 


From the time the soil warms 


up In the spring until late summer 
these seeds can be sown, but early 
summer sowing usually gives the 


I best results. Seeds sown at this 
I time produce good-sized plants by 
| the . time winter sets In. Blooms 
come the next summer. 
Start the seed in a light, mellow, 


well pulverized soil 
mixed with 


one-fourth its volume of thoroughly 
decomposed manure. There is no 
definite rule as to the depth at 
which all seeds should be sown, 
but -a covering four 
times 
the 


smallest diameter of the seeds is 
all right In most cases. 


After they are covered, the earth 


should be firmed over them to take

Hogs, chickens, cows and garden 
produce supplemented field crops 
from the beginning. Today, the list 
ot vegetables and fruits 
raised 
reads like the index to a small 
Reed catalogue; 
Irish 
potatoes, 


Sweet patotoes, cabbage, 
onions, 


sweet and hot peppers, 
lettuce, 
beans, peas, cucumbers, garlic, as- 
apragus and rhubarb constitute the 
bulk of vegetables. 


A large orchard produce peach- 
es, plums, apples, cherries 
and 
pears. Grapes, strawberries, cur- 
rants, gooseberries and black ber- 
ries also are raised. 


Several hundred pounds of friers 
are sold each year, and the month- 
ly average of egg sales 
Is more 
than six cases. 


Livestock provides a large share 


of the profits. Three hundred head 
ot cattle, Inculldng a herd of milch 
cows, produce good revenue. The 
farm markets 160 pounds of cream 
each month. From one to two cars 
of hogs are shipped each .year and 
the Frlemels put up their own 
bams, bacon, lard and sausage. A 
row crop of maize, hygeria and 
cane IB raised to feed the cattle.
